The undersigned, Auditors of Town Aecounts, having care” — 
fully examined the accounts of the Town of Somersworth, for — 
the fiscal year ending in February, 1870, find the books kept 
in accordance with the method approved by the town, the en- 
tries properly made, the footings and balance sheet correct, 
and the charges for cash paid out sustained by suitable yvouch- 
ers. The Auditors volunteer to add that among the vouchers 
they find a bill, approved by the Selectmen and paid by the — 
Treasurer, for "four years services as one of the board of 
Selectmen, the party being at the same time Treasurer, and 
receiving his pay as such. For this there appears to be nei- 
ther precedent nor clear justification by the rules. 

We have also examined the books of Forest Glade Cemete- 
ry for the same period, and find them well kept and the bal- 
ance sheet agreeing therewith.
